b. Re the KAISER case* HERARD bad contacted CARBO to inform his 
that KAISER mean should not travel to Berlin for purposes of his being 
briefed prior to giving testimony in the Offenbach court* but that 
Yerein///^ should fly to West Germany for purposes of the briefing. 

(This change from the previously agreed plan to have KAISER fly to Berlin 
briefly was due to HARVARD'* reluctance to have him travel to Berlin). 
CARBO noted that it would be difficult fbr Yersin to travel and requested 
e return to the original plan if at all possible. Tersin 
has very poor sight* is to have an operation upon his eyes in a few mottths. 
Be could not travel alone, but would have to be accompanied (probably ty 
his son). This could be done* but would be quite cumbersome. PEPIN noted 
that delay In arranging the briefing should be minimised in order to 
make sure that KAISER is not required to testify prior to being coached* 
but agreed to see wfafcher or not in view of Wain's blindness* KAISER 


could not come to Berlin fbr one day. 
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o. CARSO queried whether or not it would be possible to arrange 
for firing practice for the staffers who have been furnished with pistol* 
for personal protection* The staffers want to fire. Arrangement of time, 
place, etc* had been discussed such earlier, but had not gotten out of 
planning stage. £ ^ agreed to look into the matter* (There seemsto 
be little reason why CADROIT could not make overt arrangements with 
the arcy for the staffers to fire on an army range* once we backstop 
CADROIT’s request to the army for cooperation. The question of possibly 
explaining how the staffers got the pistols in the first place might bear 
some examination before setting this plan in motion, however}
